Agreement Reached On 1950 UJA; 
USNA Dispute Compromise Set

CINCINNATI—The division of funds between the three part- 
ners in the United Jewish Appeal for 1950 was announced to the 
delegates to the 18th General Assembly of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds last week. The announcement that 


agreement had been reached was 
vice chairman of the Joint Dis- 
jribution Committee. 

The announcement revealed 
that a compromise has been 
reached to end a dispute over the 
share for the United Service for 
Wew Americans, which had threa- 
ened reconstitution of the UJA 
for 1950. The 
other two part- 
ners are the Uni- 
ted Palestine Ap- 
peal and the Jo- 
int Distribution 
Committee.

Of the next $25,000,000, seventy 
per cent will go to the UPA and 
3% per cent to the JDC. On all

the division will be 75 and 25 per 
eent. 


The division will be based on 
the net amount remaining 
after deduction of expenses 
and the amount finally allocated 
to USNA and the New York 
Association for new Americans, 
its New York City affiliate. 


The agreement on that alloca- 
tion calls for leaving the nego- 
tiation of a final solution to a 
special committee of five. The 
committee wiil be made up of 
two representatives of the JDC, 
two of the UPA and a fifth to be 
chosen by the four. 


The committee will determine 
how much the USNA and 
NYANA will get and also will 
act on any problems involving 
policy. 

Leavitt said that the USNA 
and the NYANA had been given 
no priorities and no guarantees.

In an important resolution 
passed at the final session, and 
in what little floor discussion de- 
veloped Friday, and in the speech 
of Stanley Myers of Miami, who 
was re-elected for another year as 
president, that position was em- 
phasized. 

However, despite lack of formal 
action on other points of dispute 
with U.S. national Jewish organ- 
izations — princpally the United 
Jewish Appeal—there was vir- 
tually no disagreement. 

The Assembly did not act on 
the major issues of capital fund 
drives and pre-campaign budget- 
ing but Myers, in his annual ad- 
dress, took positions not funda- 
mentally different from those 
taken by the Thanksgiving na- 
tional conference of the UJA. 

In the Sunday morning sessions 
attended by communities of like 
size, there were some bitter words 
against the tactics of the UJA in 
trying to make the best bargain 
for itself as against the total re- 
sponsibilities of the local Jewish 
communities, but these reactions 
were not carried out in floor 
action or even floor debate. 

A Quiet Convention 

The convention on the whole 
was largely devoid of the contro- 
versy which has characterized 
past CJFWF conclaves. UJA di- 
rector Henry Montor, flanked by 
Moses Leavitt, of the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, and Julian 
Venezky of Peoria, the UJA’s new 
national campaingn director, sat 
almost motionless as the import- 
ant second resolution, of which 
they had advance notice, was 
passed. It read:

Hits National Agencies 

In his presidential speech, 
Myers attacked national agen- 
cies, telling them they were in 
error in believing that “by at- 
tempting to minimize some needs, 
you can build up recognition of 
others.” 

He criticized the belief that 
less money will be raised in 1950 
than this year as sure to lead to 


disaster. “The needs are there 
and the funds are there,” he 
said. 


On the issue of capital fund 
drives, he said that while no two 
cities were alike that “experi- 
ence to date indicates that where 
no sizeable capital funds are re- 
quired, they generally can be 
raised more successfully in sep- 
arate drives for that purpose.” 

Stand on Budgeting 

“With regard to budgeting we 
have long felt that pre-campaign 
budgeting has great merits, and 
they may be especially pertinent 
in 1950,” he said. “Contributors 
have a right to know in advance 
how theit gifts will be divided.”

Chairmen of three major com- 
mittees reported at the opening 
session Friday. They were Julian 
Freeman of Inlianapolis on Sta- 
ble and Unified Fund-Raising, 
Bernard F. Kopkind of New 
Haven on Multiplicity of Cam- 
paigns, and@ Herbert Abeles of 
Newark on Nationa]-Local Rela- 
tionship. 

One important decision, which 
may have far-reaching  conse- 
quences was the convention ac- 
tion Friday authorizing negotia- 
tions with agencies other than 
the UJA on unified and stable 
funl-raising. The resolution de- 
clared that “We wish to make it 
clear that these recommendations 
and findings still leave many 
problems unsolved with reference 
to unity and stability of national 
fund-raising. Only a_ beginning 
has been made toward pfogress. 
This report deals mainly with the 
UJA as the largest national ques- 
tion in unified and stable fund-

rut, which now conducts inde- 
pendent drives in the U.S. were 


included in that action. Myers re- 
plied that it was hoped that the 
forthcoming World Zionist Con- 
gress would act on the problem; 
since the two organizations had 
received authorization for their 
drives from that body, it was felt 
that only the Congress could alter 
the situation. Only one vote was 
registered in opposition. 

The

delegates also voted for 
inclusive studies of the 
budgets of national agencies op- 
erating in the U.S. That service 
is now. being provided, but the 
resolution would emphasize and 
enlarge the area of work. 

The delegates expressed dis- 
satisfaction that the CJFWF had 
been left out of negotiations by 
which the 1950 UJA was recon: 
stituted. The CJFWF was not in- 
vited to sit in on the final nego- 
tions, which lasted several weeks, 

Abeles characterized the sue- 
cess of efforts of the CJFWF 
with the UJA as from 45 to 50 
per cent effective. 

In discussing the report of the 
committee on multiple  cam- 
paigns, Herman Pekarsky of 
Newark, reported on the confu- 
sion in his community, where the 
Revisionist Zionists have 
ducted separate campagns. 

Pekarsky said that when the 
community protested to the na- 
tional officers of the Jewish 

National Fund against a din- 
ner held recently in Newark, 
the officials retorted “it doesn’t 
hurt you, it helps.” 

Pekarsky said that a minister 
of Israel addressed the JNF din- 
ner, despite assurance to the 
CJFWF that no Israeli official 
would participate in any unau- 
thorized campaign. 

Kopkind told the conference 
that the United Palestine Appeal, 
the JDC, the United Service for 
New Americans and the CJFWF 
all have tried to convince the 
Jewish Agency that multiple 
drives meant a loss in the net 
amount eventually raised but 
that he felt the point had not 
penetrated in full. 

He said he felt that the Agency 
believed it was more an issue of 
clearance and timing and that 
Agency officials still believe that 
the more campaigns, the more 
money.

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HEBREW CERTAIN TO UNDERGO 
GREAT REVIVAL IN ISRAEL SOON

DON’T know where Horace Kallen got his idea about Hebrew in 
Israel that it “is still not the living language of the home, the 


* field, the factory, and the market place.” 


Horace Kallen delivered a paper at a Congress of Hebrew Cul- 
ture last summer which the editor of the Jewish #2 - 
Frontier saw fit to publish in the August issue. 
Whatever merit the published address may have, it 
certainly contains a misstatement about the place 
When Judge Louis Levinthal 
challenged Kallen’s view, the latter replied, with 
hauteur, that the Judge is carried away by his 
(Exchange between Levinthal and Kal- 
len in December issue of the Jewish Frontier.) :

statement. I have been to Israel twice within one year, ‘and I have 
heard Hebrew spoken in the home, in the field and in the market 
place. I met native sabras who hardly know any other language at 


I met many who speak Hebrew with much greater fluency 


than any other language, though they were not born in Palestine 
and Hebrew is not their mother tongue. 

Of course, not all Jews in Israel are as intimate with Hebrew 
as a Frenchman is with French. To many who were not born in the 
country, Hebrew is still an acquired language. Many do not speak 
it well. Many know only a few words. The proportion of the non- 
Hebrew speakers has now increased with the large immigration 
But there for the past 50 years there has been a nucleus—an ever 
growing nucleus—of Jews in thé country whose language is Hebrew 
and who speak it “in the home, the field, the factory, and the mar- 


ket place.” 


eS 
THE QUESTION MAY BE ASKED—and I think Mr. Kallen 
asked the question in his original article—is there any chance that 
Hebrew in Israel will develop a great literature? 
I think there is. Let us take a few examples from history. 


After the Roman 


intellectuals acquired 


Greek culture and 


adopted the Latin language to match their new needs, there came 
a period of great flowering in Latin literature; after the French 


period of adaptation came the 
great French classics; after the 
period of English Renaissance 
came Shakespeare; after Lomo- 
nosov and Karamzin in Russia 
came Pushkin. In each case the 
flowering of literature came On 
the heels of the adaptation %f 
the language to contemporary 
needs and a period of great na- 
tional revival of expansion. 

Since the days of Moses Men- 
delssohn the Hebrew language 
and literature have been going 
through a period of adaptation to 
modern needs. With the revival 
of Hebrew as a spoken language 
in Palestine, this process has 
been accelgrated. With the estab- 
lishment of the State of Israel, 
the rebirth of Hebrew has been 
given a new impetus. Here you 
have the adaptation and the na- 
tional revival with its tremendous 
impact on the mentality of the 
people. Judging by past exam- 
ples in history, Hebrew is in for 
a great era of creativity. 


BY ADAPTATION is_ meant 
bringing the language up to the 
most advanced state of contemp- 
orary culture. In this respect 
there are still some gaps left to 
be filled in Hebrew. For instance, 
scientific and technical literature 
in Hebrew though it exists, is 
still very poor. In the newly- 
opened medical school in Jeru- 
salem, the lectures are given 
mostly in Hebrew, but the texts 
used are English. 


One thing that has been sadly 
missing is an Encyclopedia, on 
the style of the Britannica. 

But the first volume already 
is out—and, I think, it is a great 
event. As I am typing this col- 


umn, the first volume is before 
me. It is the first of the pro- 
posed 16 volumes. It has 1024 
pages, and runs from A to Aus- 
tralia. 

I spent a whole day leafing 
through the volume and reading 
here and there, 


The editorial board of the “En- 
cyclopedia Hebraica” (its official 
Latin name) is in’ Jerusalem. 
The work was done while Jeru- 
salem was being shelled, But it 
is a beautiful volume, richly 
illustrated, written in a_ beauti- 
ful precise style and containing 
abundant information on general, 
Jewish and Israeli subjects. 


The publication of the first vol- 
ume of the Encyclopedia He- 
braica in Jerusalem is an im- 
portant event in Jewish cultural 
history.

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Excerpts From Talk By Myers 
At CJF WF 18th General Assembly

CINCINNATI—Following are 
excerpts from the talk delivered 
by Stanley Myers of Miami, pre- 
sident of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds, 
at the 18th General Assembly of 
the CJFWF last weekend: 


e 

The honeymoon for our com- 
munity organizations is over. 
This year, for the first time in a 
decade, we raised less than the 
year before. While it was the 
second best achievement in our 
history, it was still 17 percent 
below 1948, on the average. 
Many reasons can be cited and 
have been the economic recession 
especially. You know them as 
well as I. 


Much aS many of our people 
might wish, the job is not finish- 
ed. We still cannot rest on our 
oars. But, in the same breath, 
let us say that we came a long 
way in 1949. It was a year of 
tremendous achievement. It in- 
eluded the mass transfer of hun- 
dreds of thousands of our bre- 
thern in a manner which has 
few parallels in all history. We 
made a great contribution to the 
rebuilding of lives, of a country 

-indeed, of a society. 


Another misconception I have 
already alluded to, is the seg- 
mentation of our responsibilities 
into water—tight compartments, 
as if they had nothing to do with 
each other. There is no real dis- 
tinction between local and non- 
local responsibilities. In the final 
analysis, in its living reality, 
every responsibility is a local 
noe—whether the people in need 
are overseas, or in some other 
city in America, or in our own 
backyard. 

No, I think the answer is clear. 
In their final analysis all of 
these problems are our problems, 
our communities’ problems, our 
“local” problems. And that is 
precisely why we have, all of us 
in all our communities, poured 
out our means and our energies 
to meet them. And it is because 
they are our problems, the prob- 
lems and_ responsibilities of 
every Jew—and because they 
have that inherent inter-relation- 
ship, that we have pooled our 
manpower and our resources to 
meet them unitedly and success- 
fully through our Jewish Wel- 
fare Funds. 


Let me try to clear away two 
other road-blocks which must be 
removed before we can make any 
real progress. They are closely 
related. One is that by attempt- 
ing to minimize some needs, you 
can build up recognition of 
others. The natural consequence 
is that the group under attack 
retaliates in kind by trying to 
tear down the attacker. From 
that process, nobody gains. 


Healthy compettition is sound. 
But is must be the kind of com- 
petition in which each protagon- 
ist competes by strengthening 
his own case in terms of its in- 
trinsic merits ,not by blasting 
what he belives t obe his com- 
petitor. For let us never forget, 
that while agencies may be com- 
petitors nationally, they are part- 
mers where it really counts— 
within the Welfare Fund—and 
no success was ever achieved by 
any enterprise through the pro- 
cess of partner attacking part- 
ner. 

The danger of attack and 
counter-attack grows out of the 
other fallacy, namely that we 
are bound to raise less in 1950 
than in 1949 ,and that each in- 
terest must concentrate on get- 





ting a larger 
smaller total. 

Item number two on our agen- 
da is to assess our responsibili- 
ties—all of them—in terms of 
their relative urgency, in 1950. 
This Assembly in previous years, 
and other planning bodies, have 
spoken of the need for a “bal- 
ance” in our operations. ‘That 
balance is not. static; needs 
change, and proportions change. 

What is essential is that we 
probe those needs on the basis 
of all of the facts we can gather, 
that we know them fully and ac- 
curately, and that we understand 
their implications. The principles 
are the same, whether the people 
and agencies involved have an 
address in our own communities, 
or in New York, or overseas. 

Item number three is that we 
use those facts to plan more 
wisely and more _ intelligently 
than we have ever done before. 
Inherent in that planning are 
basic questions from which there 
is no rea! escape. Are the funds 
being spent as effectively as pos- 
sible? Are the services as good 
as they should and could be? Is 
there waste which can and should 
be eliminated? 

Two questions are especially 
current in many communities as 
we try to plan ahead for 1950. 
One is, what shall we do about 
loeal capital funds? The other 
is, how shall we budget? We 
have a solid body of experience 
for dealing with both. 

Our responsibility for planning 
the capital expansion of our com- 
munal agencies is no less than 
that for planning their opera- 
tions. For our Federations and 
Welfare Funds to close our eyes 
io them does not mean that 
these projects will lie dormant.

On the contrary, it would mean 
independent campaigns by every 
agency without any sense of 
proportion or relative need, in. 
evittable waste and some com. 
munal_ tragedies that might 
plague the communities for many 
years to come. 


If the community decides that 
capital needs are so urgent that 
they must be met in 1950, it 
must decide how to raise them— 
as part of the welfare fund drive 
or in a special campaign. Con. 
ditions differ from city to city, 
and no two have exactly the 
same set of factors. I believe 
we can say, however, that ex. 
perience to date indicates that 
where sizeable capital funds are 
required, they generally can be 
raised more successfully in gq 
separate drive for that purpose, 
Where minor amounts are jp. 
volved, communities have sue. 
cessfully included them in their 
annual drives. 


With regard to budgeting, it 
is certain to involve problems 
and difficulties we have not had 
to face until 1949, and then only 
partially. We have long felt 
that pre-campaign budgeting had 
great merits, and they may be 
especially pertinent in 1950, 
Campaign goals ,both as a mat- 
ter of campaigning and budget. 
ing ,should be the total of the 
obligations which the community 
must meet. Contributors, too, 
have a right to know in advance 
how their gifts will be divided, 
If this cannot always be done 
precisely by individual agencies, 
communities have demonstrated 
fields of service, with clear pro- 
that it can at least be done by 
vision for alternative possible re 
sults.

CINCINNATI—The U.S. Jewish community was given a prom- 


ise this week of a definite list of authorized fund-raising campaigns.

“We can expect in 1950 a defi-

rooms. 


J. F. Herlihy, school superintendent, pointed out that all chil-

all religious celebrations, particu- 
larly Christmas events, from pub- 
lic schools on the principle of sep- 
aration of church and state. 

The statement asserted that 
staging Chanukah festivals in 

public schools has not been suc- 

cessful and that it was a breach 
of the church-state separation 
principle. 

“We feel keenly the need for 
religious education in the home 
and in the church and syna- 
gogue,” the rabbis declared. “It 
is there where our best efforts 
and free endeavors should be 
made to inculcate the faith of 
the fathers.” 

Not in the Schools 

But they argued that “the pub- 
lic schools are both the source 
and symbol of the great democrat- 
ic processes which make no dis- 
crimination as to a pupil’s race, 
color or religion. It is within the 
precincts of the public school that 
our boys and girls meet and asso- 
ciate purely as Americans.” 


The resolution urged all rabbis 
to oppose such interfaith efforts 
and asked parents to “respond to 
this resolution with full coopera- 
tion and support, and will discour- 
age any effort, however well-inten- 
tioned to introduce the celebra- 
tion of Chanukah or any other 
Jewish festival in the public 
schools.”

Open Anti-Semite 
Austria House Leader 


VIENNA,—The speaker of the 
house of the new Austrian Parli- 
ment is a Catholic deputy who 
said in 1946 “I was, am and shall 
remain an anti-Semite,” it was 
reported this week. 

The disclosure developed in 
connection with a report on a 
fist-fight between deputies of the 
neo-Nazi Union of Independents 
and members of the other three 
parties represented in the new 
assembly. 

The fight followed a statement 
by Dr. Fritz Stueber, a former 
member of the staff of Nazi pro- 
paganda chief Joseph Goebbels, 
in which he crudely insulted the 
victims of the Nazi horror. 





Retired Newark Rabbi 
Dies At Age of 78 

NEWARK, N.J.—Rabbi Jacob 
Chenitz, for many years before 
his retirement the spiritual lea- 
der of the Clinton Hill Talmud 
Torah and Congregation Adas 
Israel, died last week in his home 
here at the age of 78. 

Retired for 20 years ,he had 
also served as rabbi of Congre- 
gation Mishnayes, also in Ne- 
wark.

PHILADELPHIA-—-Badgering and heckling of Jewish families 
in a few of the newer neighborhoods of Philadelphia by non-Jews 
seeking to force the Jewish newcomers out was reported on the

“Thse badgering devices have included stuffing of drain pipes, 


throwing manure or garbage on 
steps or porches, breaking bottles 
in driveways, name-calling and 
using anti-Semitic epithets again- 
st adults and children, threaten- 
ing to do bodily harm and some- 
times resorting to actual vio- 
lence,” the Philadelphia Jewish 
TIMES reported in an editorial. 
The weekly said that the 
Philadelphia Jewish Community 
Relations Council (JCRC) re- 
ported a sharp increase in com- 
plaints from Jewish home- 
owners over such incidents. 
“The JCRC has been able, in 
most cases ,to settle differences 
by bringing about understanding 
and cooperation among the fami- 
lies involved,” the editorial] re- 
ported. “In several cases, how- 
ever, the JCRC has found it ne- 
cessary to go to court in order 
to get relief for the Jewish 
home-owners involved. The courts

Women in Conservative Synagogue Conduct 
Entire Service; Event Called

NEW YORK-Details of a service conducted 
entirely by women in a Conservative synagogue 
were disclosed this week. 

The ceremony occurred in connection with 
the 25th anniversary of the Women’s League of 
Beth El Temple in Minneapolis, Rabbi David 
Aronson, spiritual leader of the Temple and 
president of the Rabbinical Assembly of Amer- 
ica, reported in the current Bulletin of the Con- 
servative rabbinate. 

“A woman chanted the Kiddush in the pres- 
ence of a large congregation at the late Friday 
night service,” Rabbi Aronson reported in his 
“President’s Message.” 

“Not only that but on the Sabbath morning 
following, at 11 o’clock, women conducted a 
second Minyon. The women took charge of the 
service while the men who had the courage re- 
mained to watch the Hiddush, the new experi- 
ence in the history of the service.” 

Rabbi Aronson reported that the service in- 
cluded an abridged Shaharit conducted by 
women dressed in white robes and skull] caps, 
who chanted the prayer before the Ark, read 
out of the scroll with the traditional chant,

called up for Aliyot a Bat-Kohen, Bat-Levi, and 
so on. 

The rabbinical leader said the women “chant- 
ed the Maftir better than most men could, 
blessed the new month and led two members of 
the Bat-Mitzvah class leading in the chanting of 
the Mussaf service. O yes, there was a short 
sermon on the Sidra of the week given by a 
woman, too.” 

Reaction of the men varied, according to 
Rabbi Aronson. A former president of the con- 
gregation said “It was a service done so beau- 
tifully, with dignity, knowledge and understand- 
ing. It was a profound religious experience. 
I'm all for it.” 

A less enthusiastic male congregant called 
the service “a revolutionary act’’ and expressed 
the fear that “now women will want the 
Aliyot.” Then he added: “Perhaps this will 
spur the ment to guard their honors and to at- 
tend the synagogues more regularly.” 

Said Rabbi Aronson in comment, “It is the 
sign of the times,” and he added, “The role of 
women in the synagogue presents a growing 
challenge which rabbis will not be able to ig- 
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nore much longer.”

CAN THE RABBINICAL CRITICS 
ANSWER A QUESTION OR TWO? 


By HELEN COHEN 
HAVE letters from two rabbis, Nathan Drazin of Shaari Tfiloh, 

Baltimore and Leonard Mishkin of Chicago, on my recent dis- 
cussion of the Shulchan Aruch. Both rabbis questioned my quali- 
fications to even touch on the subject. Both felt that “borrowing 
the copy” and not having spent long years poring 
over the book in the original Hebrew made my con- 
elusions less than valid. 

Since even a recognized scholar and rabbi like 
Solomon Goldman calls down censure on himself by 
daring to question the Shulchan Aruch, where do 
J, a simple laywoman, come in? However, I could 
wonder what difference it makes toward under 
standing the contents of a book whether it is 
pought or merely borrowed. And as for reading 
in Hebrew, the rabbis may have noticed that I am 
in the midst of repairing that deficiency. Give me a little time, 
boys, and I’ll be able to report on the original version. 

Rabbi Drazin, among other things, insisted that the Shulchan 
Aruch has never been translated into English, so how could I 
possibly know what it contained, and what a joke on me. The book 
I read is the Kitzur Shulechan Aruch (which means a condensation) 
compiled by Rabbi Solomon Ganzfried, translated by Hyman E. 
Goldin, L.L.B., and published by the Hebrew Publishing Co. A 
Hebrew scholar, with whom I talked, declared that this brief form 
of the book not only gives a well-balanced picture of the complete 
contents, but it is the version used today by most scholars and lay- 
men who read it in the original Hebrew. The scholar suggested 
that I ask Rabbi Drazin in what language he studies the Talmud, 
pecause if it is in Hebrew, it is only a second-hand translation from 
the original Aramic.

BUT WHAT I REALLY WANT to say to these two rabbis is

that both of them have side-stepped the issue. If you recall my 


article, I made two points: 

ONE: The Shulchan Aruch, which was originally intended as a 
guide to the simple layman in his everyday living, is today prac- 
tically unknown to the great mass of Jewry. (If Rabbi Drazin were 
accurate in his charge that the book had not been translated into 
English at all, it would be a perfect argument to back up this 
point, since how. many American Jews understand Hebrew?) 


TWO: Even if the entire Jewish community knew the book by 
heart, how much of it would be applicable to today’s living? (Both 
rabbis accused’ me of deliberately choosing objectionable examples, 
yet I clearly stated that much of the work seemed to me to be 
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born in Debreczin, Hungary.

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LTHOUGH it may seem on surface read- 

ing that the position taken by the Coun- 

cil of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds 

at its General Assembly last week end in Cin- 

cinnati is squarely opposed to the decisions 

made by the United Jewish Appeal three weeks 

ago at its own national convention, a more 

careful analysis of the positions of both would 
really cause a different conclusion. 

In reality, there is very little difference be- 
tween the positions of the two organizations. 
Even in emphasis the two are not far apart and 
a good case could be made out for a meeting 
between all the parties involved so that a gener- 
ally-accepted statement could be issued to the 
community outlining the points of agreement. 

At Atlantic City, the UJA urged pre-campaign 
budgeting. The CJFWF at Cincinnati took 
exactly the same position. 

At Atlantic City, the UJA urged communi- 
ties to defer capital fund drives and at Cincin- 
nati, the CJFWF in effect said the same thing. 

At Atlantic City, the UJA said that where 
eapital fund drives could not be deferred, they 


be held separately from the drives for the UJA. 
On this point, CJFWF President Stanley My- 
ers said that where the capital funds were not 
large, communities might decide as a fre- 
sult of experience to include them along with 
the UJA drives, but where the sums were large, 
separate drives might result in larger total 
sums being raised. 


In all these areas, there is substantial agree- 
ment, At only one point is there some differ- 
ence—the right of the communities to make the 
final decision but on closer analysis, it will be 
seen that the UJA did not dispute that right. 


It would seem to The Post, then, that there 
is a good chance for agreement between the 
CJFWF and the UJA, if not on procedure, then 
most certainly on principle. 

What an agreement of this sort would mean 
for community peace is tremendous It would 
remove the most important responsibilities of 
the American Jewish community from the 
realm of dispute and bitterness into the area of 
cooperation and understanding.

Outlook for Fund Raising in 1950 


EWISH leaders assessing the possibilities of 
: fund-raising in the U.S. Jewish community 
in 1950 are too readily succumbing to pessi- 
mism. That they do so without adequate recog- 
nition of the peculiar situations in 1949 which 
led to the decline in contributions is only na- 
tural and no more abnormal than their mis- 
take and the mistake of the U.S. businessmen 
in general in believing that a major recession 
was going to develop in the early months of 
1949. 

What may properly be expected in 1950 and 
an analysis of the real picture was presented 
to the delegates attending the General Assem- 
bly of the Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare funds last weekend in Cincinnati. Pres- 
ident Stanley Myers in his annual report had 
something to say on that issue which should 
be read by every Jewish community leader. 
Said Myers: 

“To accept that less will be raised in 1950 
than in 1949 as a premise for fund raising in 
1950 is to invite disaster. On what basis has 
that failure been calculated in advance? Is it 
because American Jewry will have less re- 
sources in 1950 than in 1949? That may be true 
for some individuals but I doubt whether any- 


one here would say that it will be true of Amer- 
ican Jewry as a whole. Nor would anyone here 
say that we gave to the very limit of our re- 
sources in 1949. 


“Have such unspoken premises of declining 
results been based on declining needs? We 
know that the needs in Israel are greater than 
the funds we supplied this year. We know that 
the needs of refugees here are greater. We 
know about the problems we have not met in 
our homes for the aged, our hospitals, our cen- 
ters—and we know the gaps between what we 
have been able to do in Jewish education and 
what we should be doing. 


“The needs are there and the funds are there. 
If we fail in 1950, it will be because of other 
reasons—reasons which lie in an inadequate un- 
derstanding of our people, failure to grasp the 
urgency of the need, our own failure to drive 
home that need, whether our leadership en- 
kindles or stifles a community, the extent to 
which we are able to mobilize our manpower, 
our interest, our energies. 

“We may not succeed in 1950 even if we do 
set our sights high. But we will surely not suc- 
ceed unless we do.”

Utica ZOA District Head Demands Robbins 
Resign For Calling Israel Police State 


UTICA, N. Y.—Jack Philipson, president of 
the Utica district of the Zionist Organization 
of America, this week called for the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Morton Robbins from the ZOA na- 
tional executive committee for his charge that 
Israel is one of the worst police states in the 
world today. 

Dr. Robbins made the charge at a meeting 
of the national executive committee meeting of 
Masada, the youth branch of the ZOA, in con- 
nection with its recent annual convention at 
Sharon, Mass. 

In a iketter to the ZOA speakers bureau, 
Philipson asked cancellation of Dr. Robbins

“If Dr. Robbins wishes to libel the State of 
Israel with such terms as police state, as re- 
ported in The National Jewish Post, no ZION- 
IST platform should remain open to him,” 
Philipson said in his letter to the speakers 
bureau. “His resignation from the high Zionist 
national office that he now holds should be de- 
manded by all self-respecting Zionists.” 

Philipson also asked President Daniel Frisch

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Where is the Difference Between CJFWF and UJA? THE EDITOR'S CHAIR 


IT IS CLEAR that the interna- 
tionalization of Jerusalem was a 
political defeat of Israel. What 
may not be so clear are the rea- 
sons for that defeat. 

These reasons are neither com- 
plex nor hidden. 

After the tremendous victor- 
ies of the Palestine war, there 
was considerable feeling that Is- 
rael should be moved back into 
the original partition boundaries. 
A propaganda war developed, 
which had political implications, 
as have all propaganda efforts of 
this kind, and you know what 
the ultimate result was. 


Now the present debacle was 
of the same nature. Although 
the final decision was a politi- 
cal one, it could be fought by 
American Jews only with the 
weapon of propaganda. 

The propaganda developed by 
the American Zionist Council and 
other Zionist agencies and even 
Israel itself in the United States 
was weak and ineffectual. In 
fact at one point there was some 
doubt as to whether the Ameri- 
can Zionist Council wanted any 
propaganda in the U.S. at all on 
the internationalization question, 
although amy political fighter of 
any experience knows better than 
to be too sure of one’s position. 

Early this year, the apparatus 
which had won such remarkable 
victories in the U. S. for Zion- 
ism was disbanded. Rabbi Abba 
Hillel Silver removed himself, wil- 
fully it was this paper’s feeling, 
from the Zionist Council. The 
State of Israel here announced 
very emphatically—through For- 
eign Minister Moshe Sharett— 
that political ( (propaganda) 
work would now rest solely in the 
hands of the Israeli. 

Now it is proven that Israel was 
wrong and its error was in un- 
derestimating the work of Amer- 
ican Zionists in achieving the po- 
litical victories. That error in 
judgment has now proven cost- 
ly.

Louis Lipsky, as head of the 
American Zionist Council, must 
be removed. His short term of 
office has been marked mostly 
by bungling and ineffectual or 
rather non-existent leadership. 
Mr. Lipsky’s best role, and his 
principal service to Zionism, 
has not been in the role of lead- 
ership, and he would probably 
be the first to admit it. 


Other leadership is sorely want- 
ing in the American Zionist cor- 
munity. Daniel Frisch, Mortimer 
May, Dewey Stone, Rudolph 
Sonneborn, Ezra Shapiro—all of 
these lack something that at this 
juncture is so important. 

Only Rabbi Silver can do the 
job. But he is a difficult person 
to deal with. His type of leader-

Besides, there isn’t 
enough Jewishness in them to so 
much as ripple the smugness of 
their Americanism. In fact, you 
would have nothing to worry 
about those Jews, even if by the 
remotest chance some of them did 
regard the restoration of Israel 
as the fulfillment of Divine Prom- 
ise. These are not just ordinary 
100 per cent Americans, Miss 
Thompson, from which the mere 
thought of Israel will subtract 
enough from the round total to 
impair their American loyalty.

Jewish Anti-Reds Slam Report 


Civil Liberties Union Blames 


Anti-Semitism In

Peekskill Riots 


The American Civil Liberties Union was accused 


this week of playing into the hands of U.S. Communists by absolv- 
ing them of instigating the recent Peekskill riots and by asserting 


that the demonstrations against 


the Communist-staged Peekskill 


concerts were “really directed against Jews.” 


The charge was made by the 
American Jewish League Against 
Communism, in a letter to 
George E. Rundquist, assistant 
director. The statement hit the 
ACLU report, issued, last week, 
harmful and confusing 
statement. 

Union Makes Study 

The study was made public 
while a Westchester County 
Grand Jury was making an in- 
quiry into the riots on orders of 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. The 
grand jury report is not expect- 
ed until mid-January. 

Four staff members of the 
civil liberties group spent five 
weeks in the Peekskill area and 
interviewed nearly 100 persons. 

The report said there was no 
evidence whatever of Communist 
provocation on either of the oc- 
casions that Negro baritone Paul 
Robeson sang. 

The report said specifically 
that the unprovoked rioting was 
due mainly to anti-Semitism 
and that the local press, a ref- 
erence to the Peekskill STAR, 
bore the main responsibility 


as a 


for inflaming residents to a 
mood of violence. 
The report charged that the 


veterans organizations gathered 
at the scene specifically intended 
to prevent the concerts from be- 
ing held. 

The report made no reference 
to the Jewish War Veterans, 
vhose Peekskill post was repre- 
sented among the veterans 
groups, leading to an investiga- 
tion by the national office of the 
JIWV. 

The JWV has not issued a re- 
port on the probe and the exact 
role of the Jewish war veterans 
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has not been clarified though Ben 
Kaufman, national executive di- 
rector, told The Post that the 
Jewish war vets confined them. 
selves to breaking up small bands 
of roving hoodlums 
anti-Semitic epithets. 

A foreword to the report was 
signed by officials of various 
groups, including the American 
Jewish Congress, the only Jew- 
ish organization listed. The fore- 
word said that the signers did 
not necessarily endorse _every- 
thing in the report but they wish- 
ed to voice their concern that 
the right of assembly be assured 
and protected “for unpopularity
